MENU A list of questions, or prompts, the answers to wmch determine how the 
computer will execute an instruction. 

PASSWORD A file security option of up to 0 alphanumeric characters. 

POWER UP To turn on the computer system (including all peripheral equipment). 

PROGRAM The instructions that tell a computer how to process and deliver its 
answer or information. 

PROMPTS Questions displayed on the screen which enable you lo complete 
necessary instruction to the computer.
